North Borneo to Sarawak December 1932/ January 1933 


Underpaid letter from Sandakan, North Borneo to Kuching, Sarawak postmarked (Proud type D25) 

26 December 1932 on a copy of the 4 cents of 1925. The rate was 8 cents and the deficiency was 4 cents. 
There is a Sandakan “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle next to a red manuscript “1/20 ctms’ indicating 
double the deficiency in gold centimes. 

There is then a Labuan transit mark of 29 December 1932 and a Kuching arrival mark of 2 January 1933 
both on the reverse indicating a transit period of 8 days. The obverse has a boxed Kuching mark of “G.P.O. 
Kuching, Sarawak! To Pay ... cts” with a manuscript “8” inserted to indicate the postage due collected. 





SARAWAK 


Sarawak September 1934 


Underpaid letter from and to Kuching, Sarawak partly paid by a pair of the 2 cents of 1934 postmarked 
14 September 1934. The rate was 5 cents and the deficiency was one cent. 


There is a Kuching “T” mark. On arrival a red boxed “G.P.O. Kuching, Sarawak/ To pay .... cts” mark on a 
label was applied together with a manuscript “4” to indicate the postage due collected.
